McCloud inquest Review. A Most Im-

DEATH OF HENRY DELGADO. 


DueFrlmMrli> to Expoeure nnd Hardahlpa 


Endured in Cub*, 


Kow York, ..Ian. 21.—The dentti of 


Henry Delgfado, which was announced 
in a Havana dispatch to the state de- 
partment, Washington, yesterday, waa 
primarily due to the exposure to which 
he subjected himself immediately after 
he landed in Cuba.

of Florida, for whom ^a reward of 
$5,000 had been offered.
